Continuation of 2. NOTE: The subst^e specification will not be entered because it conrains new matter. The sentence " the truss is 
formed of an edible material that remains substantially intact during a cooking process" was not in the original disclosure. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argument is not found to be persuasive. 
Applicant points to pages 12 and 4 for support, but these pages do not disclose anything about the truss being substantially intact. 
Preventing the tnjss from becoming dry and/or brittle during cooking is not the same thing as being substantially intact. The disclosure at 
page 8 indicates that not all the trusses remain intact throughout the cooking process because 19 trusses were resistant to the high oven 
temperature and one was not resistant. This disclosure does not provide support for claiming that the trust remains substantially intact 
during a cooking process because not all the trusses made in accordance to the disclosed invention remains intact . 
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
